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The  gears  of  war  are  meshed  for  mass  production.  Men  and  women  of 
America  serving  the  material  needs  of  far-flung  battlefronts  are  steadily 
increasing  the  output  of  equipment  that  ultimately  will  break  through 
the  madness  of  greed  and  hate  to  the  establishment  of  Peace  with  Justice. 
Confronted  as  we  are  with  a  foe  who  is  equally  dedicated  to  another  cause 
this  unprecedented  war  effort  lays  an  ever  increasing  strain  on  the  brawn, 
brains,  and  nervous  energy  of  our  people. 

National  Health  is  vital  to  success  in  this  battle  for  life  and  liberty. 
Come  what  may,  production  must  forge  ahead.  Men  and  women  on  the 
home  front  must  create  and  deliver  the  goods  to  all  branches  of  the  service. 

Physical  examination  of  selectees  has  already  revealed  too  many  dis- 
abilities that  might  have  been  prevented  or  corrected.  This,  perhaps,  is 
one  of  the  most  valuable  lessons  we  may  learn  from  war — the  inestimable 
value  of  National  Health  and  the  duty  that  devolves  on  each  one  of  us  to 
avail  ourselves  of  the  facilities  modern  medical  science  provides  to 
maintain  it. 

Today,  when  doctors  and  nurses  are  leaving  for  active  service  in  ever 
increasing  numbers,  people  will  need  to  rely  upon  hospital  care  in  greater 
measure  since  the  relatively  few  remaining  doctors  and  nurses  will  need 
to  conserve  their  time  by  seeing  and  caring  for  as  many  patients  as  possible 
under  one  roof. 

Sickness  cannot  be  allowed  to  jeopardize  the  successful  culmination 
of  the  greatest  single  job  America  has  ever  undertaken.

AFFILIATION  GIVES  NEW  STRENGTH  TD 
MEDICAL  EDUCATION  and  RESEARCH 


Less  than  a  year  has  elapsed  since  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Presby- 
terian Hospital  and  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois  entered  into 
a  formal  agreement  looking  toward  the  further  development  of  medical 
education,  including  allied  professions,  in  the  West  Side  Medical  Center. 
The  agreement  was  made  possible  by  general  recognition  of  the  fact  that  a 
private  institution  with  a  distinguished  history  of  cooperation  with  the 
Rush  Medical  College  and  the  University  of  Chicago  in  providing  high 
quality  medical  service  and  medical  and  nursing  education,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  as  a  state  institution,  would  bring  to  each  other  elements 
of  strength  without  which  the  future  of  either  institution  would  be  less 
secure. 

The  affiliation  means  that  the  medical  students  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  will  receive  the  benefits  of  instruction  and  training  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  a  private  hospital  which  has  characteristics  that  cannot  be  found 
in  a  public  institution.  This  provides  the  means  for  balanced  educational 
experience  in  clinical  medicine  which  is  vitally  essential  to  the  well 
rounded  training  of  the  physician. 

During  the  past  year  University  of  Illinois  students  who  have  been 
fortunate  enough  to  secure  part  of  their  clinical  clerkship  training  at 
Presbyterian  Hospital  have  been  enthusiastic  about  the  opportunities  they 
have  received.  These  students  have  been  generous  in  their  praise  of  the 
spirit  that  prevailed,  opportunities  offered,  and  the  interest  taken  by  their 
teachers  during  their  clinical  clerkships  in  the  hospital.  These  students 
are  fortunate  also  in  becoming  acquainted  with  the  hospital  and  the  staff 
from  the  standpoint  of  later  internship  training.  The  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital internship  is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  best,  and  clinical  clerks 
from  the  University  can  be  observed  by  members  of  the  staff  from  the 
standpoint  of  qualifications  for  a  possible  Presbyterian  internship. 

The  addition  of  the  faculty  of  Rush  Medical  College  to  the  University 
of  Illinois  is  the  most  significant  event  in  the  recent  history  of  the  College 
of  Medicine.  Trained  teaching  and  research  personnel  is  at  a  premium 
these  days,  and  no  institution  is  stronger  than  the  man  power  of  its  staff. 
The  cooperation  of  the  two  faculties  now  united  in  one  faculty  is  proving 
to  be  most  gratifying — indeed  inspiring — and  makes  for  greater  strength. 

With  the  necessary  leaves  of  absence  for  military  duty  which  are 
occurring,  the  responsibility  for  maintaining  present  high  standards  in 
medical  education  will  fall  upon  fewer  men,  and  since  most  of  the  men 
who  go  into  the  military  service  are  in  the  younger  age  groups,  it  will 
undoubtedly  be  necessary  for  the  older  men  to  carry  a  greater  teaching 
load  as  a  willing  contribution  on  their  part  to  the  war  effort. 

With  the  inevitable  and  necessary  mobilization  of  man  and  woman 
power  concentrated  on  winning  the  war,  normal  activities  in  the  fields  of 
medical  investigation  are  undergoing  modification.  Problems  having  to 
do  with  military  medicine  are  receiving  increased  emphasis  among  research 
workers.   It  is  well  to  remember,  however,  that  essentially  there  is  only  one 


kind  of  medical  research  and  that  is  good  research  which  uncovers  any 
new  facts  of  value  in  treating  the  sick,  for  sickness  in  all  its  forms  may 
occur  among  soldiers,  as  well  as  civilians,  besides  traumatic  battle  casual- 
ties. Progress  in  medical  science  in  recent  decades  at  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  the  University,  and  elsewhere  gives  assurance  that  casualties 
whether  from  battle  duties  or  otherwise  will  be  better  treated  than  in  the 
last  war,  and  the  mortality  rates  will  be  much  lower.  The  medical  experi- 
ence at  Pearl  Harbor  has  proved  this  to  be  an  indubitable  fact. 

It  is  not  too  soon  to  begin  to  prepare  for  the  post-war  reconstruction 
period.  Nowhere  will  the  demand  for  trained  and  experienced  personnel 
and  leadership  be  greater  than  in  the  professional  fields  of  the  medical 
sciences.  The  devastating  effects  of  war  on  the  health  of  peoples,  particu- 
larly in  the  theatre  of  operations,  is  already  evident.  An  important  part 
of  the  reconstruction  of  Europe  and  Asia  will  depend  upon  the  mobiliza- 
tion of  medical  resources  and  man  power. 

The  medical  needs  will  not  be  confined  to  America  alone.  In  the 
peace  we  hope  to  win,  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois must  be  prepared  to  assume  their  share  in  the  medical  reconstruction 
of  the  entire  world.

A  most  eventful  year  in  world  history,  1941, 
likewise  has  brought  unusual  progressive  activity 
and  far-reaching  changes  to  The  Preshyterian 
Hospital.

The  year's  outstanding  event  occurred  on  July 
1,  when  old  agreements  hetween  the  University  of 
Chicago,  Rush  Medical  College  and  the  Central 
Free  Dispensary  were  terminated  hy  court  consent 
and  a  new  agreement  was  entered  into  hetween  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  The  Preshyterian  Hos- 
pital. The  hospital  now  maintains  all  the  Rush 
properties  under  a  twenty-five  year  lease — includ- 
ing the  Central  Free  Dispensary  which,  by  the 
transaction,  became  the  outpatient  department  of 
the  hospital  and  now  functions  jointly  with  the 
social  service  department  of  the  hospital  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Karla  Jorgensen. 

Members  of  Presbyterian  Hospital's  attending 
staff  who  formerly  were  members  of  Rush  Medical 
College  faculty  are  now  members  of  the  faculty  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  are  designated  "Rush 
professors."  The  Presbyterian  Hospital's  relation- 
ship to  the  University  of  Illinois  is  the  same  as  that 
previously  held  with  Rush  Medical  College,  and 
the  furtherance  of  medical  education  continues  to 
lie  the  basic  purpose  of  the  affiliation.  Our  hospital 
remains  a  separate  and  independent  institution 
over  which  the  University  of  Illinois  has  no  juris- 
diction. 
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In  assuming  responsibility  for  Central  Free 
Dispensary  as  the  outpatient  department  we  face 
the  added  burden  of  a  greatly  increased  charity 
load  that  will  require  $30,000  per  year  beyond  the 
money  available  for  such  purpose.  This  sum  does 
not  cover  a  large  expense  incurred  by  research  and 
teaching — two  activities  for  which  Presbyterian 
Hospital  has  long  been  distinguished. 

The  way  to  further  development  of  the  West 
Side  Medical  Center  was  assured  in  1941,  when  in 
June,  Governor  Dwight  H.  Green  signed  the  Medi- 
cal Center  District  Act.  The  district  comprises  an 
area  bounded  by  Ashland  Avenue,  Oakley  Boule- 
vard, Congress  and  12th  Streets.  The  District  will 
be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Commission  of  five 
members,  with  power  to  acquire  property,  erect 
buildings  for  medical  purposes  and  for  the  use  of 
persons  connected  with  medical  institutions.  It 
may  also  set  apart  any  part  of  the  district  as  a  park 
and  is  empowered  to  "so  improve  and  manage  such 
district  as  to  provide  conditions  most  favorable  for 
the  special  care  and  treatment  of  the  sick  and  in- 
jured and  for  the  study  of  disease."  A  brief  review 
of  present  statistics  of  the  West  Side  Medical  Cen- 
ter will  serve  to  show  the  immense  potentiality  of 
this  act: 

Institutions  now  comprising  the  Center  care  for 
more  than  100,000  bed  patients. 

Outpatient  visits  to  these  total  more  than 
700,000. 

Annual  births  in  the  district  are  above  6,000. 

More  than  600  physicians  and  surgeons  form 
the  attending  staffs  of  the  hospitals  and  dispen- 
saries within  the  area. 

Better  than  800  physicians  and  surgeons  serve 
on  the  faculties  of  medical  schools  in  which  are 
enrolled  approximately  1,300  students.  Other  pro- 
fessional schools  as  dental,  pharmacy,  nursing,  and 
kindred  professions,  have  an  enrollment  in  excess 
of  2,500  students. 

Public  and  private  funds  have  invested  a  total 
of  nearly  $50,000,000  in  land,  buildings,  and  equip- 
ment that  is  now  in  use  for  medical  purposes.  The 
annual  budgets  of  these  institutions  aggregate  ap- 
proximately $8,000,000. 

We  must  not  forget  that  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital has  had  a  great  share  in  the  development  c-f 
this  mighty  center  that  so  largely  serves  ill  human- 
ity. The  future  plans  for  the  hospital  are  such  as 
to  insure  an  ever  increasing  participation  in  the 
creation  of  the  foremost  medical  center  of  the 
world. 
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Completed  improvements,  new  equipment, 
new  furnishings  and  decoration  in  1941  totaled 
$150,000.  It  is  our  intention  to  make  further 
necessary  plant  improvements  in  the  immediate 
future.  Departments  will  be  revised  to  expedite 
the  work  in  the  face  of  increased  occupancy  and 
the  shortage  of  professional  personnel  caused  by 
the  exigencies  of  war.  To  this  end  the  Board  of 
Managers  have  appointed  the  Future  Program 
Committee,  with  Mr.  Charles  B.  Goodspeed  as 
Chairman.  The  purpose  of  the  Committee  involves 
immediate  and  long-range  planning  for  the  hos- 
pital's work. 

During  the  year  several  important  changes  oc- 
curred in  the  hospital  personnel.  On  June  7,  Doc- 
tor Isabella  C.  Herb  retired,  after  nearly  thirty-two 
years  as  head  of  the  department  of  anesthesia — a 
long  and  invaluable  service.  Doctor  Herb  has  been 
appointed  consulting  anesthetist  and  the  hospital 
is  thereby  assured  of  her  valuable  counsel. 

In  September,  Miss  Henrietta  Froehlke  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Dorothy  Rogers  as  director  of  nursing. 
A  graduate  of  St.  Luke's,  Chicago,  Miss  Froehlke 
had  been  head  of  the  nursing  department  and 
school  of  the  University  of  Kansas  Hospitals,  Kan- 
sas City,  Kansas,  since  1927. 

The  Reverend  Russell  L.  Dicks  resigned  his 
position  as  hospital  chaplain  in  September  to  ac- 
cept a  new  post  in  Dallas,  Texas.  The  appointment 
of    a    permanent    chaplain    is    hoped    for    shortly. 


Meanwhile,  Seminary  students  have  conducted 
Sunday  Chapel  services  and  given  sincere  assist- 
ance whenever  their  ministrations  or  advice  have 
been  requested. 

The  year  has  been  saddened  by  the  passing  of 
valued  associates  and  friends:  Robert  E.  Ross,  a 
lifelong  friend  and  benefactor  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  son  of  Doctor  Joseph  Presley  Ross,  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  hospital;  Helen  B.  North, 
who  in  1917  established  the  first  endowment  fund 
to  provide  special  nursing  care  for  the  needy  ill; 
Gretchen  White,  graduate  of  the  school  of  nursing 
and  loyal  X-ray  technician  since  1928;  Reverend 
Edward  N.  Ware,  for  26  years  beloved  chaplain  of 
the  hospital;  Dean  DeWitt  Lewis,  M.D.,  great  pa- 
triot and  surgeon;  Charles  H.  Hamill  and  Theo- 
dore A.  Shaw,  valued  members  of  our  Board  of 
Managers  and  civic  leaders,  men  of  integrity,  able, 
willing  and  beloved  as  friends.  To  all  of  these  we 
pay  tribute  as  to  men  and  women  of  character  and 
high  achievement  whose  memories  are  cherished. 

At  this  time  we  move  forward  with  the  courage 
and  purpose  demanded  of  those  who  would  con- 
tinue to  advance  in  a  dislocated  world.  The  hos- 
pital's mission  of  service  remains  unchanged  and 
we  believe  that  our  enlarged  program  will  receive 
the  support  it  merits.

ACTIVITIES  nf  the  MEDICAL  STAFF 

As  Reviewed  fay  Its  President 


I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  re- 
port of  the  activities  of  the  medical  staff  of  your 
hospital  for  the  past  year. 

From  the  personal  viewpoint  of  the  staff,  as 
well  as  that  of  your  hospital  and  Rush  Medical 
College  as  institutions,  the  events  of  the  year  have 
heen  of  great  significance.  The  University  of  Chi- 
cago has  returned  the  property  of  Rush,  including 
buildings  and  endowment  funds,  to  a  reconstituted 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Rush  Medical  College  after 
forty-three  years  of  affiliation  of  those  institutions. 
The  buildings,  ecpiipment  and  library  of  Rush 
have  been  leased  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  to 
be  maintained  by  them  for  the  purposes  of  medi- 
cal education. 

After  one  hundred  years  of  outstanding  accom- 
plishment in  medical  education  and  research  Rush 
will  not  itself  carry  on  undergraduate  medical  edu- 
cation while  this  lease  is  in  effect.  Rush  retains  its 
charter,  its  name  and  the  right  to  carry  on  grad- 
uate medical  education  and  research  and,  as  condi- 
tions indicate,  postgraduate  education  so  much  as 
its  funds  permit.  This  may  well  be  of  important 
advantage  to  your  hospital  in  particidar,  as  well  as 
to  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  West  Side  medical  center.  The  War 
has  already  destroyed  our  former  opportunities  for 
graduate  and  postgraduate  work  abroad  and  if  op- 
portunities are  to  be  available  after  the  War  they 
must  be  in  America  in  just  such  great  centers  as 
this  on  the  West  Side. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  entered  into  an 
affiliation  with  the  University  of  Illinois  whereby 
the  members  of  your  staff  are  members  of  the  med- 
ical faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  future 
nominations  to  your  staff  are  to  be  made  by  the 
University  of  Illinois  subject  to  review  and  recom- 
mendation by  the  Executive  Committee  of  your 
staff.  Also,  the  facilities  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital are  to  be  available  for  training  undergraduate 


medical  students  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  With 
the  cooperation  of  Dean  Allen  and  his  faculty  it  is 
planned  to  make  this  training  as  excellent  as  can 
be  obtained  anywhere.  It  is  hoped  that  the  ex- 
pense of  this  work  will  be  borne  by  the  University 
of  Illinois  beginning  with  their  next  biennium.  In 
the  meantime,  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gen- 
erous support  of  our  Board  of  Managers  for  this 
work.  Reorganization  of  the  staff  to  fit  the  job  is 
going  on. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary  is  now  the  Out- 
patient Department  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
Important  revisions  to  reduce  the  costs  and  im- 
prove the  service  are  being  made.  The  total  num- 
ber of  patient  visits  in  1941  was  160,966,  as  com- 
pared with  178,000  in  1940.  Total  receipts  from 
patients  were  $40,000  in  1941,  as  compared  with 
$35,000  in  1940.  Beginning  January  1,  1942,  the 
admission  fee  was  raised  from  fifty  to  seventy-five 
cents,  plus  fees  for  special  services;  yet  in  the  first 
three  months  of  1942,  22.7%  of  the  patients  paid 
their  admission  fee,  while  in  the  same  period  of 
1941,  only  18.7%  paid  the  fee.  The  professional 
services  are  free.  It  is  hoped  that  the  dispensary 
will  ultimately  become  self-supporting,  in  that  the 
cost  of  material  services,  including  administration, 
building  maintenance,  laboratories,  social  and  cler- 
ical service  and  drugs  will  be  paid  by  the  patient, 
social  agencies  and  the  public  while  and  if  the  pro- 
fessional services  are  free.  The  burden  of  the  care 
of  the  medically  indigent  in  this  metropolitan  cen- 
ter has  become  so  great  that  our  institution  should 
be  governed  by  sound  policies  and  the  needs  for 
education  and  research  by  and  for  your  staff  and 
students  as  well  as  by  our  desire  to  help  unfortu- 
nate fellow  men.  Your  staff  feel  strongly  that  in 
your  generosity  it  would  be  unwise  for  you  to  as- 
sume for  a  long  time  large  deficits  for  the  material 
services  for  the  poor  sick,  while  not  providing  ade- 
quate facilities  for  the  study  of  the  nature  of  dis- 
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(lar  right)  The  Tcclmicon 
this  modern  equipment  enables 
the  pathologist  to  examine  and 
diagnose  surgical  specimens  with- 
in twenty-four  hours,  work  that 
formerly     required     four     or     five 


ease  by  your  staff. 

The  Staff  Clinic  served  513  new  patients  in 
1940,  568  in  1941,  and  221  in  the  first  four  months 
of  1942;  total  patient  visits  in  1941—2,281.  Ob- 
viously this  clinic  can  be  made  not  only  self-sup- 
porting, but  would  provide  funds  for  research,  ma- 
terial for  training,  and  a  clientele  who  could  pay 
for  hospitalization. 

In  the  Examining  Rooms  were  seen  44,705  pa- 
tients, of  whom  28,808  were  private,  7,027  were  in 
the  Maternity  Clinic,  and  3,745  were  employees, 
including  nurses.  This  latter  figure  suggests  the 
possible  wisdom  of  instituting  a  contributory 
health  insurance  plan  for  employees. 

With  apologies  for  so  many  and  long  diversions 
we  come  to  your  main  objective  and  that  of  your 
hospital  staff  as  such,  i.  e.,  the  care  of  hospital 
patients — 11,566  of  them,  besides  1,144  births,  com- 
pared with  11,814  in  1940,  with  842  births. 

In  a  fine  spirit  of  professional  cooperation,  by 
earnest  study  of  medical  problems  and  advantages 
of  recent  advances  in  medical  knowledge,  and  by 
means  of  the  improved  facilities  provided  by  you 
and  the  Woman's  Board  and  with  the  excellent 
nursing  service  given,  the  care  of  the  sick  has  been 
of  a  high  standard  and  has  been  administered  in  a 
spirit  of  kindness.  The  laboratory  and  X-ray  serv- 
ices have  never  been  better.  About  35  research 
projects  are  being  carried  on. 

The  organization  of  Base  Hospital  Unit  13  is 
practically  complete.  A  contingent  fund  of  about 
$4,000  has  been  raised  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
the  Staff,  and  the  Woman's  Board.  Several  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  are  already  in  military  service  with 
the  Army,  Navy,  or  Air  Force. 

On  account  of  war  conditions  the  intern  service 
is  now  limited  to  one  year.  Residents  are  still 
witli  us. 

An  important  addition  to  our  staff  is  Dr.  E.  V. 
L.  Brown  who  is  now  the  Chief  of  the  Eye  Service. 

The  staff  is  greatly  encouraged  by  your  atten- 
tion to  plans  for  revision  of  the  hospital.  We  hope 
the  plans,  about  which  you  will  hear  more  from 
others,  can  be  carried  out.  We  believe  they  are 
absolutely  essential  and  we  assure  you  full  coop- 


eration   and    all    the    support    of    which    we    are 
capable. 

We  believe  the  future  holds  for  you  and  for  us 
great  opportunities  which  justify  the  important  re- 
organizations of  the  past  year  and  all  of  the  effort 
and  means  which  have  been  devoted  and  which 
will  be  devoted  to  them.  Whether  the  future  yields 
gratifying  fulfillment  of  our  hopes  will  depend 
upon  the  wisdom  with  which  our  efforts  are  di- 
rected. In  the  opinion  of  your  medical  staff  and 
by  unanimous  action  of  its  Executive  Committee 
one  of  the  most  important  guiding  policies  should 
be  that  medical  education,  with  research,  be  main- 
tained by  a  full  quota  of  the  various  departments 
within  your  institution.  Only  by  this  means  will 
you  continue  to  afford  the  best  type  of  professional 
service  to  the  sick,  the  poor  and  the  well-to-do 
alike.

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TO  EXPEDITE  SERVICE  and  TEACHING 

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


The  passage  of  a  momentous  year  has  brought 
many  plant  improvements  to  culmination,  the  pur- 
pose and  extent  of  which  I  shall  review  briefly. 

New  accommodations  for  twenty-six  interns  and  sev- 
enteen residents  have  been  provided  by  remodeling  the 
Bacon  apartment  on  first  floor,  and  modernizing  the  third 
and  fourth  floor  sections  in  the  power  plant  building  that 
formerly  were  used  for  housing  employees.  The  quar- 
ters have  been  newly  furnished  and  decorated  throughout 
to  provide  a  great  improvement  over  those  formerly  occu- 
pied by  house  physicians. 

Thirty-eight  private  rooms  in  the  pavilion  were  re- 
furnished with  modern,  high-grade  furniture  of  greatest 
utility,  comfort  and  economy.  These  rooms  were  also 
provided  with  air  conditioners. 

The  removal  of  the  interns  from  Corridor  F  pro- 
vided space  for  a  modern  floor  accommodating  twenty- 
three  patients.  This  corridor  now  has  four  4-bed  wards, 
tbree  2-bed  rooms,  and  one  private  room.  The  furnish- 
ings and  equipment,  together  with  a  pleasing  color  deco- 
ration combine  to  make  this  an  unusually  attractive, 
cheerful  and  usable  division. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  been  removed 
from  its  former  cramped  quarters  to  a  large  suite  of 
offices  provided  by  part  of  the  space  on  first  floor  Mur- 
doch building,  formerly  occupied  by  interns.  These 
offices  are  only  temporary  since  it  is  planned  eventually 
to  locate  the  social  service  department  in  convenient 
quarters  within  the  Dispensary. 

This  change  became  mandatory  when  by  the  new 
agreements  of  affiliation,  the  dispensary  became  the  out- 
patient department  of  the  hospital  and  has  resulted  in 
combined  social  service  departments  of  the  two  institu- 
tions. 

To  facilitate  efficient  and  economical  operation  of  the 
enlarged  service  all  dispensary  departments  have  been 
reorganized  and  merged  with  like  departments  of  the 
hospital.  Switchboard  service  for  the  outpatient  depart- 
ment has  been  combined  with  the  hospital  telephone 
service  which  has  necessitated  the  installation  of  an  addi- 
tional  switchboard. 

The  laundry  has  been  newly  equipped  with  modern, 
automatic  machinery  that  is  capable  of  greater  economy 
and  capacity  in  operation.  The  rotting  wooden  floor  in 
this  department  was  replaced  with   concrete. 

Two  new  pieces  of  equipment  were  added  to  the 
clinical-pathological  laboratory  during  the  year — a  Sound- 
scriber  and  a  Technicon.  Because  of  these  modern  ma- 
chines the  examination,  description,  and  diagnosis  of  sur- 
gical specimens  that  formerly  took  four  or  five  days  is 
now  accomplished  in  a  twenty-four  hour  period. 

The  Eye  Department  opened  a  new  service  during 
the  year  in  which  certain  equipment  known  as  an  eiko- 
nometer  is  used  for  the  examination  <»f  defective  visual 
conditions    for    which    formerly    there    was    no    diagnostic

to  include  this  new  function.  The  use  of  blood  plasma 
is  not  only  important  in  the  treatment  of  ordinary  dis- 
eases but  also  has  great  value  in  the  treatment  of  shock 
and  injuries  such  as  may  result  from  our  present  na- 
tional status  of  war. 

X-ray  work  for  the  army  during  the  past  months  has 
thrown  an  added  load  of  service  on  that  department  of 
from  fifty  to  seventy-five  persons  per  day.  One  complete 
new  machine  for  doing  general  radiographic  work  has 
been  installed.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  increased 
amount  of  work  and  the  cramped  quarters  in  which  the 
service  functions.  There  is  still  a  definite  need  for 
further  equipment  and  space  before  the  department  can 
function   to   everyone's   satisfaction. 

Such  changes,  additions  and  equipment  repre- 
sent the  major  part  of  a  total  expenditure  of 
$150,000.  This  sum  would  have  been  substantially 
larger  had  we  delayed  the  work  for  any  time.  In- 
deed, much  of  the  equipment  could  not  be  pro- 
cured today  at  any  price — so  vital  to  a  country  at 
war  are  the  supplies  and  materials  used  by  hos- 
pitals. 

In  respect  to  these  we  are  curbed  by  govern- 
ment control  to  hold  our  demands  to  1940  con- 
sumption in  most  supplies  and  materials — while  a 
few  others  are  limited  to  80%  of  former  consump- 
tion and  still  others  are  unattainable  at  any  price 
or  effort.  This  situation  calls  for  a  new  and  drastic 
economy  and  has  resulted  in  fine-combing  all  de- 
partments with  a  view  to  effecting  maximum  con- 
servation of  all  goods.  To  achieve  this  end  new 
procedures  and  technics  have  been  devised  by  the 
medical  and  nursing  staffs — as  by  all  other  depart- 
ments, and  the  patriotic  cooperation  of  the  entire 
personnel  is  urgently  sought  and  is  rapidly  being 
obtained. 

To  further  assure  a  maximum  in  service  and 
economy,  all  property  and  interests  of  the  hospital, 
including  Rush  Medical  College  property,  Central 
Free  Dispensary,  Sprague  Home  and  all  else  per- 
taining to  Presbyterian  Hospital,  have  been  organ- 
ized as  one  unit  to  simplify  and  expedite  admin- 
istrative practice  and  control. 

Within  the  busy  year,  defense  projects  have  car- 
ried forward.  We  are  organized  and  equipped  for 
Blackouts.  The  preparation  has  been  tested  and 
proved  satisfactory.  The  Blood  and  Plasma  bank 
already  spoken  of  is  a  further  step  in  precautions. 
The  hospital  is  devoting  considerable  time  to  the 
organization  of  its  services  and  equipment  in  align- 
ment with  directions  from  the  Office  of  Civilian 
Defense.  Emergency  medical  teams  are  also  being 
organized  to  meet  any  war  catastrophe  outside  the 
hospital  that  we  may  he  called  upon  to  attend. 
Cooperation  with  the  Gray  Ladies  of  the  Red  Cross 
lias  resulted  in  trained  volunteers,  prepared  by  the 
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course  given  here  to  do  library  work  in  hospitals 
at  Army  and  Navy  posts.  Many  volunteer  workers 
devote  considerable  time  to  service  within  our 
hospital.  At  this  time  when  help  is  insufficient  and 
unobtainable  such  assistance  is  vital  to  our  welfare. 
Two  nights  a  week  large  numbers  of  draftees 
come  before  our  Medical  Examining  Board  for 
their  physical  examinations.  So  the  work  moves 
on  in  unusual  scope. 

The  year  brought  changes  to  our  personnel.  On 
July  1,  Miss  Helen  Blake  assumed  charge  of  the 
housekeeping  department — with  all  the  added  re- 
sponsibility this  now  entails.  Many  excellent  im- 
provements in  efficiency  and  economy  have  resulted 
from  her  able  management  and  resourceful  knowl- 
edge of  her  work. 

In  October,  Mr.  Leslie  D.  Reid,  our  auditor, 
accepted  a  position  in  the  Albany  Hospital,  New 
York.  Mr.  Reid's  brother,  Homer  Reid,  succeeded 
him  as  auditor. 

The  close  of  the  year  brought  change  to  the 
Public  Relations  department.  Miss  Ruth  A.  Raw- 
lings  was  employed  as  Director  of  Public  Relations 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  Miss  Phyllis 
A.  Goodall. 

Throughout  1941 — the  first  and  truly  strenuous 


year  of  my  tenure — I  have  been  sustained  by  the 
splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  extended  by  all 
members  of  the  medical  staff;  the  indefatigable 
support  of  the  Woman's  Board,  whose  good  works 
are  so  capably  carried  on  by  women  of  large  vision 
and  human  sympathies,  especially,  in  this  respect, 
do  I  desire  to  pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey 
for  her  consistently  broad  and  unselfish  viewpoint 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  hospital 
service;  the  generous  support  and  understanding 
attitude  of  our  friends  of  the  Chicago  Presbytery; 
the  efficient  and  loyal  service  of  all  department 
heads  together  with  the  entire  personnel;  and  the 
privilege  and  honor  that  is  mine  in  serving  a  Board 
of  Managers  who  momentarily  evince  such  under- 
standing interest  and  concern  in  the  welfare  of  our 
hospital.  May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you 
— one  and  all — and  to  say  that  although  these  are 
anxious  days  in  which  commodities,  supplies  and 
payrolls  have  risen  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
small  increase  in  income,  I  have  every  confidence 
in  our  mutual  purpose  and  ability  to  guide  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital  into  ever  deepening  chan- 
nels of  service.

UNIT  13  II 


Responding  to  a  request  by  the  Surgeon  General  in  1940,  United  States  General  Hospital  13,  the  war  unit  of  the 
Presbyterian    Hospital   has    been    organized    for   active   duty  and  now  awaits  the  call  to  mobilization. 

The  history  of  the  unit  goes  back  to  World  War  I,  when,  in  1916,  prior  to  our  entry  to  the  European  struggle,  and 
when  trouble  seemed  imminent  on  the  Mexican  border,  a  call  from  the  army  requested  the  organization  of  base 
hospital  units  in  a  number  of  the  outstanding  medical  colleges   and   hospitals  of  the   country. 

Dr.  Frank  Billings  organized  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Unit,  assisted  by  Drs.  Ernest  E.  Irons  and  George  Davis. 
The  original  organization  consisted  of  24  doctors,  2  dentists,  100  nurses,  and  200  enlisted  men.  It  was  mobilized  in 
December,  1917,  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  going  to  Fort  McPherson,  Ga.,  for  training  and  equipment,  while  the 
nurses  were  assembled  at  Lakewood,  N.  J.  The  organization  went  overseas  in  May,  1918,  and  was  assigned  to  duty 
at  Limoges,  France.  The  hospital  was  established  in  temporary  buildings  erected  by  American  army  engineers  in  the 
town  of  Limoges,  the  center  of  the  china  industry.  The  first  patients  were  received  almost  immediately  after  the 
organization  arrived,  and  within  a  short  time  the  hospital  was  filled  to  its  nominal  capacity  of  1,500  patients.  The 
height  of  activity   came  during  the  Argonne  offensive,  when  the  hospital  census  reached  2,300. 

Throughout  its  entire  period  of  service,  Base  Hospital  13  established  a  very  fine  record  and  was  regarded  as  one 
of  the  outstanding  war  units  of  the  A.  E.  F.  As  Chiefs  of  the  Surgical  Service  its  roster  included  Drs.  Dean  Lewis  and 
Vernon  David,  and  as  Chief  of  the  Medical  Service,  Dr.  Ralph  C.  Brown.    Dr.  Homer  K.  Nicoll,  who  has  been  appointed 
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Blood  Examination.— The  in- 
stallation of  a  Blood  and 
Plasma  Bank  provides  for 
prompt    treatment    that    may    be 

as    well    as    those    occasioned    by 
disease.

REVIEW 


Chief  of  the  Medical  Service  of  the  reconstituted  unit,  was  at  that  time  Chief  of  the  Laboratory  Service.    The  nursing 
staff  was  recruited  largely  from  among  the  nurses  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

The  excellent  record  established  by  Unit  13  and  others  of  similar  type  in  the  A.  E.  F.  accounts  for  their  present 
call  to   reorganize,  and  as  a  matter  of  tradition  each  unit   has  been  assigned  the  same  number  it  bore  in  World  War  I. 

The  present  unit  includes  48  medical  officers  from  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  staff;  7  dental  officers,  and  120  nurses 
recruited  largely  from  graduates  of  Presbyterian  Nursing  School.  Dr.  Edwin  M.  Miller  has  been  commissioned  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  and  Chief  of  the  Surgical  Service  and  is  serving  as  Unit  Director.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Homer  K.  Nicoll 
is  to  be  Chief  of  the  Medical  Service.  The  organization  is  fortunate  in  having  as  its  two  chiefs  of  service  men  who 
gained  experience  as  members  of  the  original  unit. 

At  the  time  of  mobilization  the  commanding  officer  and  the  executive  and  administrative  staffs  will  be  assigned  to 
duty  by  the  regular  army.  Of  the  400  enlisted  men  to  be  assigned  to  the  unit,  approximately  80  with  special  technical 
training  are  being  enrolled  in  the  enlisted  reserve  prior  to  mobilization.  The  remainder  of  the  enlisted  personnel  will 
be  assigned  by  the  army  at  the  time  of  mobilization.  The  hospital  will  have  a  rated  capacity  of  1,000  beds,  but  its 
organization  is  such  that  it  can  readily  be  expanded  to  a  capacity  of  2,000  beds  or  more  by  the  addition  of  a  moderate 
number  of  junior  personnel.  The  medical  personnel  of  the  unit  and  the  fine  corps  of  nurses  who  have  enrolled  for 
duty  leave  no   question   but  that  they  will  maintain  the  record   established   by   the   original   Base   Hospital    13.

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REPORT  of 
the  DIRECTOR 


The  responsibilities  which  I  assumed  on  Sep- 
tember 8,  1941,  as  your  Director  of  Nurses  have 
been  most  interesting  and  stimulating.  I  wish  to 
acknowledge  at  this  time  the  very  great  help  given 
me  by  the  Woman's  Board,  the  Board  of  Managers, 
by  all  the  members  of  the  nursing  staff  and  Ad- 
visory Council,  by  Mr.  Lutes  and  Mr.  Hensel,  the 
doctors  and  many  others.  Their  helpfulness,  co- 
operation, and  patience  with  me,  a  newcomer,  was 
and  still  is  greatly  appreciated. 

A  class  of  fifty-one  entered  the  school  on  Sep- 
tember 25  and  26.  Of  those  fifty-one  there  are 
forty-three  left.  This  makes  a  turnover  of  fifteen 
per  cent. 

From  September  through  December,  fifty-eight 
nurses  completed  the  three-year  course,  and  since 
the  preclinical  students  do  not  go  on  full-time 
duly  until  April  1,  and  because  it  is  becoming  more 
difficult  every  day  to  obtain  graduate  nurses  for 
general  duty,  we  have  had  an  increasingly  perplex- 
ing time  to  cover  the  hospital  with  nurses.  This, 
however,  is  not  a  condition  peculiar  to  The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital,  but  is  quite  prevalent  through- 
out the  country. 

It  does,  nevertheless,  present  a  very  important 
and  ever  present  problem  to  the  nursing  service. 

The  newly  constructed  Dietetics  Laboratory  and 
improvements  in  the  Nursing  Arts  Laboratory  in 
Sprague  Home  are  proving  most  satisfactory  for 
the  teaching  of  these  important  subjects. 

Student  and  graduate  nurses  have  given  from 
two  to  four  hours  on  Tuesday  evenings,  assisting 
the  medical  staff  with  the  examination  of  draftees. 


A  Refresher  Course  for  forty-four  graduate 
nurses  was  conducted  for  ten  weeks  during  Febru- 
ary, March  and  April.  The  course  was  in  charge  of 
Miss  Florence  Coon. 

The  Endowed  Nurses  gave  the  following  days 
of  nursing  care  in  1941 :  North  and  Hamill  Nurses, 
482  days  nursing  care  to  370  patients;  Foster  and 
Malloy  Nurses,  562  days  nursing  care  to  395 
patients. 

It  has  not  as  yet  been  possible  to  obtain  for  our 
general  duty  nurses  an  adecpiate  space  for  relaxa- 
tion and  rest.  This  is  most  important,  and  I  hope 
it  will  be  done  as  soon  as  a  suitable  room  is  avail- 
able. 

During  the  winter  holiday  season,  Sprague 
Home  assumed  a  most  gala,  festive  appearance. 
The  usual  Christmas  party  for  neighborhood  chil- 
dren was  given  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gymnasium, 
Presbyterian  nurses  and  "Y"  members  entertain- 
ing jointly. 

When  Unit  13  is  called,  greater  problems  in  the 
nursing  service  will  arise,  but  with  the  help  of 
the  graduates  returned  to  nursing  by  the  Refresher 
Course,  the  increase  in  the  school's  enrollment, 
and  additional  non-professional  workers,  we  shall 
be  able  to  maintain  our  usual  high  standard  of 
service. 

I  wish  to  say,  in  closing,  that  I  am  greatly 
honored  to  have  been  chosen  the  director  of  such 
an  old  and  respected  school  as  Presbyterian,  and  I 
shall  endeavor  to  be  worthy  of  the  trust  you  have 
placed   in  me.

THE  WOMM'S  BOARD 


Activities 


The  Woman's  Board  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  continued 
to  grow  during  1941  in  numbers,  finances  and  knowledge  of 
the  hospital  and  its  problems.  Therefore  December  found 
it  prepared  to  cooperate  immediately  with  the  rest  of  the 
organization  in  planning  for  the  emergency.  At  the  close 
of  1941  there  were  240  members  representing  forty-eight 
Presbyterian  churches,  a  group  of  forty  general  members 
interested  in  the  hospital  because  it  is  a  community  project, 
and   two   representatives   of  Junior   League. 

Three  committees,  the  Associate  Membership,  Board 
Members'  Fund,  and  Contributors'  Fund,  raised  a  total  of 
$6,457.50,  which  went  toward  the  budget  assumed  by  the 
Woman's  Board  for  expenses  of  the  hospital  library  and 
part  of  the  expense  of  Social  Service.  The  following  com- 
mittees secured  funds  for  special  purposes — Tag  Day,  under 
the  Children's  Benefit  League  of  Chicago,  11,841.11  for  chil- 
dren's  work;  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund,  $1,718.17,  spent  as  the 
name  implies;  Thanksgiving  Offering  for  Social  Service, 
$905.86;  and  Library,  $396.93  for  new  books.  The  School 
of  Nursing  Committee  raised  $1,417.86  at  its  annual  benefit 
card  party  for  various  activities  in  the  school.  Additions  to 
the  Ward  Nurse  Fund  of  $478.00  were  the  result  of  many 
memorials  and  a  few  donations.  The  sum  of  $152.00  was 
spent  in  the  Children's  Department  for  extra  supplies,  and 
$199.65  was  the  total  of  specific  gifts  for  Social  Service. 

Several  committees  worked  for  material  donations  which 
saved  the  hospital  money  that  would  otherwise  have  been 
spent  for  hours  of  labor  or  for  purchase  of  supplies.  The 
Delicacies  Committee  collected  for  ward  patients  8,954 
glasses  of  jelly  and  preserves,  plus  $241.00  for  fresh  fruit. 

By  redeeming  soap  wrappers  and  coupons,  eight  dozen 
teaspoons,  10  knives  and  10  forks  were  obtained.    Commenc- 


ing with  1942,  the  board  has  undertaken  the  added  activity 
of  collecting  used  bottles  for  the  drug  room.  15,196  neces- 
sary articles  for  the  housekeeping  department  were  com- 
pleted by  women  in  thirty-eight  different  church  societies, 
and  2,160  pieces  of  clothing  for  the  Children's  Department, 
Social  Service,  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  were  sewn  or 
knitted  by   individuals. 

At  the  nine  meetings  of  the  board,  having  an  average 
attendance  of  about  100,  the  professional  heads  of  the  School 
of  Nursing,  Social  Service,  Library,  Maternity  division,  and 
Children's  Floor  gave  information  regarding  their  depart- 
ments. The  Superintendent  kept  the  board  in  touch  with 
the  latest  developments  pertaining  to  the  entire  hospital. 
This  gave  opportunity  for  all  the  board  to  know  and  appre- 
ciate our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Lutes,  and  the  new  head  of 
the  School  of  Nursing,  Miss  Froehlke. 

As  its  share  in  the  hospital's  organization  of  General 
Hospital  Unit  13,  the  School  of  Nursing  Committee  of  the 
Woman's  Board  will  add  the  proceeds  of  the  1942  Bridge 
Party*  to  the  unit's  Emergency  Fund.  A  further  donation 
of   baseball   equipment   was   made   through   the   board. 

The  American  Red  Cross  Gray  Ladies  are  headed  in 
Chicago  by  Miss  Gladys  Cable,  a  member  of  our  board, 
who  arranged  for  lectures  by  Mr.  Lutes  and  heads  of  depart- 
ments in  our  hospital  for  those  in  training.  Mrs.  Philip 
F.  W.  Peck  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Gray  Ladies  volun- 
teering in  our  hospital  and  at  the  present  time  has  twenty 
at  work  in  the  Social  Service,  Library,  and  Occupational 
Therapy   departments.

AVARANA 


Some  years  ago  a  Traveller  in  the  Holy 
Land  chanced,  when  weary,  to  find  refuge  in 
a  dwelling  called  by  the  natives  "Avarana." 
Here,  as  he  rested,  a  beautiful  peace  enfolded 
his  being  and  the  cares  that  are  normal  com- 
panions of  our  usual  days  slipped  their  chains 
from  his  tired  mind.  The  profound  sense  of 
gratitude  for  those  hours  of  peace  and  the 
carefree  rest  remained  with  the  Traveller 
ever  after  so  that  when  he  returned  to  his 
native  America  he  named  his  summer  retreat 
Avarana. 

The  years  passed  and  illness,  that  sooner 
or  later  comes  to  all,  laid  its  heavy  hand  upon 
this  man  whose  zest  for  living  had  carried 


him  to  remote  corners  of  the  earth.  Some- 
thing greater  than  the  shelter  provided  by 
that  summer  home  was  needed  now — some- 
thing that  could  renew  health  within  his 
pain-wracked  body  as  Avarana  had  renewed 
peace  within  his  soul.  Again  the  Traveller 
sought  refuge — this  time  in  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  Here  the  ministry  of  medical 
science,  the  skill  of  trained  hands  restored 
his  former  health. 

The  peace  of  Avarana  returned  with 
deepened  meaning.  The  bronze  endowment 
plaque  on  the  door  of  the  Traveller's  room
